Claim 1 is rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claim 1 of U.S. Patent No. 6,527,596 in 
view of Blanche. Claim 1 of '596 substantially recites the claimed invention except for 
the frame, there being at least two blades in the frame, each blade including an 
enclosed section and an exposed section, each blade including an end having a wire- 
receiving groove, a neck being defined between the wire-receiving groove and the 
exposed section, each neck being twisted so that the grooves face the same direction. 
Blanche discloses frame 12, blades 14,16 having necks 36,36a which are twisted so 
that the wire-receiving grooves 34 face the same direction. It would have been obvious 
to provide another blade of '596 in a frame, each blade having a twisted neck, as taught 
by Blanche, to allow for use in an electrical plug.
